Espeche stressed that reception of Solari 
was strengthening hand of "hard-liners in GOA." 

Charge responded that we would be glad to receive any 
charges or evidence GOA cared to make available. 

4. Espeche appeared highly uncomfortable when he 
presented it and we doubt that his heart was in his ' 
work. Undoubtedly reception of Solari by Dep.uty 
Secretary caused considerable distress among Navy 
hard-liners who had initially captured Solari. 

5. We see no particular utility in responding to 
Aide Memo ire at this point. Aide Memoire was probably 

a gesture of frustration by Navy associates of FonOffice 
leadership.
